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SIXTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

BOILER  INSPECTOR

To  His  Excellency, 
Joseph  K.  Toole, 

Governor  of  Montana. 

Sir : — 

In  compliance  with  Section  567  of  the  Political  Code,  I 
have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  sixteenth  annual 
report  of  the  Boiler  Inspector's  office  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana, the  same  being  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  November 
30th,  1904. 

Tabulated  statements  are  appended  setting  forth  in  detail 
all  monies  collected  within  the  year,  the  disbursements,  the 
number  and  grades  of  licenses  issued  and  to  whom,  the 
number  of  boilers  inspected  and  the  defects  noted. 

It  is  a  matter  of  profound  satisfaction  to  me  to  be  able 
to  say  that  during  the  entire  period  of  your  excellency's 
administration  not  a  single  explosion  has  occurred  among 
those  boilers  or  their  steam  connections  which  come  under 
the  operation  of  the  boiler  inspection  law. 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  report  that  within  the  same  time 
the  office  has  become  not  only  self-sustaining  but  a  revenue 
producer*.  Fees  have  been  covered  into  the  State  Treasury 
in  excess  of  the  warrants  drawn  to  the  amount  of  $7,811.34, 
as  shown  in  the  recapitulation  of  the  yearly  receipts  and 
disbursements.  Never  before  in  the  history  of  the  office  has 
the  surplus  been  so  large  as  it  has  been  during  your  excel 
1  en c y ' s  adniini  s t r a t i  o n . 
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For  the  possible  more  effective  attainment  of  the  purpose 
of  the  present  inspection  law,  I  have  the  honor  to  recommend 
to  your  excellency's  attention  the  following  amendments, 
to- wit : 

First.  That  an  additional  assistant  inspector  be  appointed 
and  he  he  stationed  at  Butte,  under  the  direction  of  the  chief 
inspector,  to  visit  outside  districts  if  necessary,  and  a  suit- 
able appropriation  be  made  to  cover  his  salary  and  expenses. 
At  the  present,  with  two  inspectors  to  look  after  this  large 
State,  visiting  saw  mills  and  mines  in  remote  districts,  it 
is  impossible  to  give  Butte  the  proper  attention,  and  as 
the  work  there  has  increased  since  the  present  law  was 
enacted,  it  works  a  hardship  on  some  of  the  steam  users 
when  they  wish  an  inspection  of  a  boiler  made  and  notify 
this  office,  and  both  inspectors  are  out  in  some  remote  dis- 
trict, and  no  one  in  the  office  or  at  Butte  to  comply  with 
the  request,  therefore  the  party  making  the  request  is  obliged 
to  wait  until  I  return  to  the  office.  In  some  cases  this  has 
caused  a  serious  delay  and  resulted  in  a  loss  of  time  and 
money  to  the  steam  user. 

Second.  In  this  recommendation  I  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  present  laAv  makes  no  provision  for  the 
protection  of  parties  buying  old  boilers.  Therefore,  I  recoirr 
mend  that  the  law  be  so  amended  as  to  place  a  fine  on 
owners,  agents  or  parties  dealing  in  second-hand  boilers, 
who  paint  and  offer  same  for  sale,  without  first  having  same 
tested  and  securing  from  this  office  a  certificate  showing 
the  working  pressure  such  boilers  are  capable  of  carrying. 

While  this  State  has  not  had  a  boiler  explosion  during 
your  excellency's  administration,  I  wish  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  loss  of  life  and  property  from  such  explosions 
in  other  States,  as  shown  by  carefully  compiled  statistics, 
commencing  with  January  1st,  1901,  and  ending  August  31st, 
1904,  a  period  of  three  years  and  eight  months. 

Boiler  explosions,  428;  persons  killed,  1,020;  persons  in- 
jured, 1,215 ;  making  a  total  of  killed  and  injured  of  2,235. 
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I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  some  of  the  most  destruc- 
tive explosions,  as  follows : 

On  June  4th,  1004,  Glucose  Works,  at  Shady  Side,  N.  J., 
an  explosion  of  a  boiler  caused  a  property  loss  of  f 100,000.00. 

On  August  8th  a  boiler  exploded  at  the  Couer  d'Alene 
Lumber  Company,  at  Couer  d'Alene,  Idalio,  causing  a  prop- 
erty loss  of  about  175,000.00. 

On  Oct.  3rd  a  boiler  exploded  at  the  Corning  Distillery, 
at  Peoria,  TIL,  causing  a  property  loss  of  |100,000.00. 

On  Nov.  20th  a  boiler  exploded  at  the  Park  Theater,  at 
the  Armory  building  at  Butler,  Pa.,  causing  a  property  loss 
of  1300,000.00. 

On  Nov.  17th  a  boiler  exploded  at  Decatur,  111.,  in  the 
basement  of  the  Arcade  building,  causing  a  property  loss 
of  $100,000.00. 

On  December  21st,  1903,  a  battery  of  seven  boilers  at 
the  St.  Louis  Transit  Company's  plant  at  St,  Louis,  Mo., 
exploded,  causing  a  property  Joss  of  $75,000.00,  killing  eight 
persons  and  injuring  twenty-one. 

Attached  to  this  report  will  be  found  tables  showing  in 
detail  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  this  department  and 
the  work  accomplished  by  it  during  the  year,  as  well  as 
a  condensed  recapitulation  of  work  done  and  receipts  and 
disbursements  under  the  various  inspectors  since  1891. 

I  gladly  make  cordial  acknowledgment  of  the  faithful  and 
efficient  co-operation  of  Mr.  J.  D.  O'Brien,  assistant  boiler 
inspector,  and  also  of  the  courtesies  and  assistance  in  the 
discharge  of  my  official  duty  rendered  me  by  the  owners 
and  users  of  steam  plants  and  by  the  engineers  in  charge 
thereof.

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In  conducting  the  boiler  inspections  the  total  number  of 
miles  traveled  was  14,840.  The  number  of  visits  made  was 
1,016.  The  number  of  boilers  examined  externally  and  in- 
ternally and  pressure  hydrostatically  applied  was  982.  In 
these  inspections  2,610  defects  were  noted,  2,011  of  which 
were  considered  dangerous  and  suitable  repairs  were  recom- 
mended. Seventeen  boilers  and  nine  mud  drums  were 
condemned  as  unfit  for  further  use.  During  the  year  there 
were  311  examinations  of  applicants  for  engineer's  licenses 
conducted.
